BRUECKNSR remarked that his briefing by ZZI as indeed 

most helpful and that he was very pleased witn the reception and 
treatment he had received. 

Helms asked BRUBCKNER abo\it his specific role in the Geiman 
police and 3RUECKNER said that he was chief of the tmit which 
had charge of security of high government officials and federal 
buildings In which they worked Tand lived), and also that his unit 
had charge of investigating car-es of treason and high treason for 
the federal coiarts. 

BiCUECKNER mentioned that the Otto JOHI^ case v/as probably very- 
familiar to Helms, whereupon the latter asked what had happened to 
JOHll. BRUECKJIER s4id that JOHN was in jail in Heidelberg ojhere he 
was awaiting trial at some future date. Helms asked whether JOHN was 
actxiaUy in jail, or out ori bond. BRUECKNER said that he was actually 
in jail. 

Helms asked if there were any new developments in the case. 
BRUECKNER said that the Security Croup had been given some letters ^ 
vdiich Wolfgang WOHLGliMUTH had written to persons in the West in ' * 
\diich V/OHIXrHIUTH denied that JOHN was drugged prior to going to 
East Berlin. 

BRli2CKF<ER said thit when JOHN is brought to trial, it is hoped 
that WOKIGEi'l^TH can appear as a witness.. 3RUBCKNER' said that as 
far as is known, WDHIjGEl'lJTH is free to move around in the East and 
that the only thin^ ^^ich 5js probdbly keeping him from retiurriing West 
is uncertainty as to vdiat charges he wi^ld be faced i-dth on his return. 


BRUECKIffiR said that JOHH's defection East was a most unfortunate ’ 
happening, especially since he offered hirself to such good psychological
